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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nelson et al 
*720. 

Nelson et al disclose all of the claimed features except for different formats and protocols 
supported by computing devices comprising peripheral interface component 314, live waveform 
monitor component 316, and a report generator component 318. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to provide the different 
formats and protocols for data encoding because Nelson et al teach the device component 313 
may communicate via any number of structured communications schema. See the discussion 
related to Fig. 1, Fig.3, and Fig.4. 

Regarding claims 3, 8, and 10, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious 
to maintain user interface definition and style sheets because Nelson et al teach any of the 
components of the IMD 112 may be reprogrammed without impact on other elements, as long as 
the component interface definitions are respected. 
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Regarding claims 12 and 16, it is inherent the LEM is capable of ascertaining the 
capabilities of the computing resources and specifying interface and layout criteria for the 
resources linked via the LEM. See the discussion related to LEM 212.
